hoped that the work may be started 
on Monday. 
A number of local mechanics have 
volunteered to give a day’s work 
to 
this enterprise and they are requested 
to send their names to the Rev. Harry 
Daniels, 
so that a schedule may 
be 
made up and time set for the work to 
be done. 
It has been stated that 
a 
local contractor will superintend the 
job and a concrete mixer will be used 
in the work. 
There are 
also a number of

In this way, it is hoped to 
complete the work with little or 
no 
expense for labor. 
The” money which

A t 15 years of age, when the widow 
Bartlett died, he joined a circus and 
drove a four mule team, afterwards 
becrime a fine mechanic, and now is a 
high class 
factory business man 
in 
Omaha. 
His father, 
Mat Kirkman, was 
a 
shoe cobbler 
and this 
was also 
the 
business of “John O’Connor” in Ne­ 
braska. 
This fact, when mentioned 
frequently in the newspapers, led my 
client 
to make 
a trip to where 
the 
mystery-m an had lived and develop­ 
m ents 
began at once 
to show 
that 
“John O’Connor” w as Mat Kirkman, 
his m issing, cobbler-father. 
A t the trial last 
winter, his proof 
was largely identifying four pictures, 
which “John O’Connor” had left with 
a fam ily in 1875 at Tremont, Nebras­ 
ka, also marks and 
scars and general 
personal appearances. 
The heredity 
traits of extemely curved little fingers 
and an extremely long fifth digit on 
the 
hands and feet 
of the Kirkman 
fam ily were shown. These oddities ap­ 
peared in extreme measure on the per­ 
son of “John O’Connor.'* 
We had frequently been told that he 
had been in Pennsylvania in his earl­ 
ier days. 
It even was told us that he 
knew all about the battle ground 
at 
Gettysburg, 
but we 
gave these re­ 
marks no attention, because they were 
too indefinite and 
had ho connection 
with any facts, 
we knew then, 
that 
gave 
any probability 
that he 
was 
known at Gettysburg. 
That is what we have found; when 
he first came to Nebraska in the early 
’70s, and all the while he lived there, 
he was a close acquaintance and 
ap­ 
parently an old time friend of another 
shoe cobbler who lived in a town about 
ten 
miles distant. 
These two 
men 
gave the 
impression, that they 
had 
known each other for a long time and 
some people understood that they had 
worked as cobblers on the same bench 
in the east. 
The cobbler 
friend was known 
as 
Harry Rowe, wa*? well known and later 
elected 
to county 
office as 
“Henry 
R ow e.” 
He raised a boy under 
the 
name of “Rowe.” He died quite well to 
do and was buried as “Henry Row e.” 
In fact, as we now positively know, he 
was George 
Ashbaugh, or Ashbaw, 
bom June 25, 1830 at Gettysburg, Pa., 
and discharged from the Union army 
at Springfield, 111., January 
9, 1865. 
His discharge 
was filed at 
Marion, 
Ohio, November 25, 1865. 
He has 
a child 
by his first 
wife, 
whom he deserted, living 
at Marion, 
Ohio, and one at Hartford, 
Indiana. 
They were raised with the name “Ash­ 
b a w .” 
He 
also has a full 
brother, 
Dave Ashbaw, who is quite prominent 
at Albuquerque, New Mexico. 
He was 
of Pennsylvania Dutch parentage and 
we have good pictures of him, together 
with 
a full 
description. 
He should 
have been well known around G ettys­ 
burg between the years 1860 to 1873. 
What we hope to find is some one 
around Gettysburg who knew this man 
George Ashbaw and also Matt (Gover­ 
nor) Kirkman, as shoe cobblers and 
friends there between the years 1860 
and 1873. 
Some one m ight also know 
why 
both these 
men changed 
their 
nam es. 
Our idea being to prove that 
“John O'Connor” had the same friend 
and associate in the east as he did in 
the w est. 
Mat 
Kirkman in 1873 
was about 
thirty three years old, was about five 
and a half feet tall, weighed about 155 
pounds, was of a dark complexion and 
wore a mustache parted in the middle. 
He 
walked quite erect 
and proudly, 
was a good shoe and boot maker, talk- 
fast and snappy with 
a Scotch-Irish 
brogue I 
Both little fingers were curv­ 
ed abnormally inward ami under the 
next digit, extra long and turned back 
thumbs, especially on the right hand. 
He had extremely long great toes, a 
bad axe scar between great toe 
and 
next digit on left foot, a cowlick, the 
rim of his 
right ear on the top 
was 
gone, so as to take away the natural 
roll. 
Sometimes Kirkman would quit tne 
shop and 
run a little m agic 
lantern 
show and slight of hand performance 
at country school houses. He did this 
on numerous occasions in Indiana and 
Ohio.

Pasha, 
former Turkish Minister of War and 
recently chief 
antagonist

ceived by the government here. 
Enver Pasha was attired in a Brit­ 
ish uniform

Enver Pasha was one of the most 
romantic and adventurous figures in 
I lam.

was accused of war profiteering 
and

There are two classes of dirty eggs, 
plain dirties, caused by dirty nests, 
dirty feet, etc.; and 
stained eggs, 
from wet nesting material, manure, 
and 
blood. 
Stains cannot 
be re­ 
moved, but dirt can be removed by 
wiping the eggs with a damp cloth, 
rubbing them as little as possible. 
Worth While Dairy Calves—It costs 
a farmer at least $50 to grow out a 
calf in its fir t year.

It has just been learned that ‘‘Henry Rowe,” parti­ 


cular friend of “John O’Connor,” mystery man of Nebras­ 


ka, who died leaving an estate of over $100,000 and with 


his true identity unknown, was in fact George Ashbaugh 


born at Gettysburg, Pa., in 1830. 
O’Connor’s true name 


was Mat Kirkman. 


Both Ashbaugh and Kirkman were shoe cobblers in 


Nebraska from 1873 until the

deaths, 


though the one was known as “Rowe” and the other as 


“O’Connor.” 


We think that Mat Kirkman was known in

burg, Pa., between 1860 and 1873 
and
